Under the decision, 28 bodies including four export-related associations 
will be disbanded, while 13 others will be turned over to local public 
entities, the sources said. 


The Korea Knitted Goods Exporters Associetion and the Korea Sweater 
Exporters Association will be merged into the Korea Cotton-made Clothing 
Exporters Association, the sources said. 


The Korea Shibori (spot-dyed silk fabrics) Exporters Association will 
be absorbed into the Korea Yarn and Textile Export Association, and the 
Korea Furniture Export Association into the Korea Furniture Industry 
Federation, respectively, the source said. 


Besides, the Korea Electric Appliances Manufacturing Association will 

be merged into the Korea Electronic Industry Promotion Association, the 
Korea Soap Industry Association into the Korea Soap Industry Cooperative, 
the Korea Concrete Association into the Korea Cement Processing Industry 
Cooperative, the Korea PVC Pipe Association into the Korea Plastic Industry 
Cooperative, the Korea Measuring Equipment Association into the Korea 
Measuring Industry Cooperative, and the Korea Corrugated Fiberboard 
Packaging Association into the Korea Paper Makers Cooperative Union, 

the sources said. 


The list of those to be disbanded includes the Korea Market Research 
Association, the Korea Exhibition Association, the Korea International 
Marketine Research Institute, the Korea Management Diagnosis Center, the 
Korea Industry Management Research Institute, and the Korea Industry- 
Economy Research Institute, the sources said. 


With the reorganization, the number of economic-related bodies (excluding 
local small industry cooperatives) under the direct control of the 
ministry will decrease from 185 to 170, the sources added.

CRACKDOWN ON iLLEGAL TUTORING=-The Education Ministry announced yesterday that 
it had detected a total of 97 persons found to be engaged in illegal 

tutoring ov receiving out-of-school lessons. They comprise 68 primary and 
middle school students, one incumbent teacher and 28 private tutors with 

no authorization. They were uncovered in a joint investigation conducted by 
the Education Ministry, the Home Affairs Ministry and the Office of National 
Tax Administration from Aug 16 to crack down on those giving or receiving 
out-of-school lessons, it said. The government decided to suspend the 

middle school students from school attendance for an indefinite period in 
accordance with school regulations while showing lenience of the primary 
students by only accepting a note from their parents, promising that they 
would never repeat such wrongdoings. The teacher was relieved of his school 
post and the private tutors were detained or booked on charges of violating 
the Private Institutes Control Law. The government will continue the joint 
investigation in the days ahead to end all forms of out-of-school tutoring 
thus bringing about a desirable educational climate, the ministry said. 
Saying that the on-going campaigning to root out extra lessons was having 
fruitful result, the ministry said that those found giving or receiving 
illegal tutoring would face severe punishment. In the meantime, the Educa- 
tion Ministry instructed all provincial boards of education to awaken 
parents, teachers and private institutions to the steadfast government inten- 
tion to expell teachers and students found to be involved in illegal tutoring 
from now on.

REVAMPING OF SCIENCE BODIES--President Chon Tu-hwan yesterday instructed 
the Ministry of Science and Technology to merge or disband research 
institutes, if necessary, to help yield more substantive outcomes. 

After being given an administrative briefing from Minister of Science and 
Technology Yi Chung-on in the afternoon, the president also said that 
efforts should be doubled to acquire advanced theory and technology in 
the field of fundamental and applied science by "actively" sending 
trainees abroad. He also instructed the ministry to study the measure 
for giving greater salaries to those in the research field rather than 
in the administrative area. If allowances are paid to those with out- 
standing results in their research work, idle researchers will automati- 
cally be combed out, he remarked. He also instructed the minister to 
supervise industrialists to elevate the quality of local products by 
appropriately controlling the import-free items. The president noted 
that some industrialists seem to have no desire in improving the quality 
of their products.

CHON ORDERS HIGHWAY, HOUSING CONSTRUCTION 
$K220843 Seoul HAPTONG in English 0825 GMT 22 Sep 80 


[Text] Seoul, 22 Sep (HAPTONG)--President Chon Tu-hwan today told the 
Construction Ministry to start building an expressway traversing the 
southern region of the nation in 1981 and to construct 300,000 to 700,000 
houses a year with the aim of providing five million housing units during 
the next 10 years. 


President Chon made the instruction after he was briefed by Construction 
Minister Kim Chu-nam on his ministry's overail policy measures at the 

blue house. Kim was the fifth cabinet official to report to the president 
since the latter began a series of meetings with each of the ministries 

on 17 September. 


Construction of 300,000 to 700,000 houses a year is necessary during the 
coming decade in a bid to drastically counter a growing housing shortage 
with a goal of supplying five million units over the next 5 years, a 
quantity about equal to the existing dwellings, the president said. 


Pointing out that without settling the housing scarcity it would be hard 
to achieve a social stability, the chief executive also asked to take 
measures to keep the price of land available for cultivation as housing 
lots from rising above current levels. 


The government would have to supply to the salaried people and other 
end-users the government-developed housing lots at a stable price and at 
a long-term installment payment, he said. 


To back up the housing project institutionally, he told ministries to 
revise pertinent laws and regulations at an early date. 


Touching on the expressway project connecting Cholla provinces to Kyong- 
sang provinces, which he came up with early this month, the president told 
Minister Kim first to st rt building one linking Kwangju, South Cholla 
Province, with Taegu, Nucth Kyongsang Province, next year. 


The construction of another highway connecting Chonju, North Cholla 
Province, to Taegu could be considered at a next stage, he added. 


The president ordered that a fund of 20 billion won be earmarked in next 


years budget to enable the government to begin construction of the 
Kwangju-Taegu expressway.

INCREASED ROK-JAPAN TRADE GAP--Seoul, 19 Sep (HAPTONG)--South Korea was 
suffering a widening deficit in trade with Japan despite its efforts to 
rectify the trade gap between the two countries, it was learned at the 
Korea Chamber of Commerce and Industry (KCCI) today.

(four special cities and nine provinces) have their respective Party 
secretaries, People's Committee chairmen and Administrative Committee 
chairmen, thus bringing the number of top provincial leaders up to 

39 altogether. (See Table 2.) The People's Committee is an organ 
responsible for guidance and inspection and the Administrative 
Committee, for execution of policies. 


The change of 12 leaders in six months is the biggest of its kind; the 
Pyongyang regime reshuffled an average five such posts in previous 
years. North Korea watchers in Seoul attribute the increase in the 
scale of shuffle to two facts: The sixth Party congress to be held 

in October and the question of establishing Kim Il-song's heir. 

North Korean mass media have been all out with their agitetion drive 

to emphasize the role of leading workers in "making a present of loyalty 
to the Party Congress with high political esteem and economic achieve- 
ments."

'100-DAY BATTLE’ URGES POLITICAL WORK BEFORE PARTY CONGRESS

[Text] With less than four monthe to go until the sixth Congress of 

the North Korean Workers’ (Communist) Party, North Korea on July 1 
launched a "100-day battle” campaign in a move to greet the Party congress 
"with high political zeal and eplendid labor achievements." The congress 
is expected to endorse the leadership of President Kim li-song's son 
Chong'il who was reportedly designated as successor to his father in 1973. 
The campaign will end on October 8, one day before the expected opening 

of the Party congress. 


For successful conduct of the “battle,” the Party Central Committee on 
July 3 issued 194 slogans in 124 categories which mainly call for people's 
hard work and loyalty to the "great leader Comrade Kim Il-song and the 
Party.” The 124 categories break down to: 56 for economic bracing wp; 

26 for loyalty to Kim Il-song and the Party; 16 for anti-U.S. and anti- 
South Korean instigation; 10 for welfare; five for strengthening of the 
military posture; and two for Korean residents in foreign countries, 
especially those in Japan. 


The 56 categories for economic bracing up comprise 90 slogens: 11 for 
mining, eight for agriculture; seven each for general urging, transporta- 
tion and economic management; five each for metal industry, machine 
industry, construction, and light industry; four each for power industry 
and chemical industry; three each for forestry, fisheries, land manage- 
ment, labor and technical development; two each for construction materials 
and communications, and one each for export, public service and city 
administration. 





Noteworthy is the one which reads: “Let us carry out the national economic 
plan for this year one month ahead of schedule through the vigorous 
'100-day battle’ with enthusiasm of loyalty.” The slogan indicates that 
North Korea dropped ite original plan to fulfill this year's economic 
program before the Party congress ie held in October. The plan was 
announced by President Kim Il-song in his new year message. An editorial
